To Our MEN IN THE ARMED SERVICES: 


The Diocese joins me in this message of affectionate greeting and Godspeed. 


We are sincerely proud of the increasing number of those of you who have set 
out on the difficult and dangerous quest to win a victory which we earnestly pray 
will make ours a better world for generations to come. Those of us who are older 
cannot escape a deep sense of self-reproach and repentance for our failure to have 
spared you the difficult task to which you are now committed. But we pledge our- 
selves to maintain the integrity of the Home Front and to saf d the Freedoms 
for which you are fighting. It is our eager hope that mankind will o- increas- 
ingly responsive to the things for which our blessed Lord lived and died, and that 
our age will be reborn in the crucible of this global war. 


Be assured that you are constantly on our hearts and in our prayers. We know 
that you will conduct yourselves with dignity and valor pote i oe always your 
higher dedication as servants of the Lord Christ. Word comes to us of some who 
are witnessing for Him in camps and in the field, and that fills our hearts with 
gratitude. 

I feel sincerely humble in offering any word of counsel to those whose imperiled 
lives have thus far saved us from the tragedies that have befallen other lands. But 
I cannot forbear to urge upon you the adoption of some simple spiritual rule, some 
quiet time apart, if only a few moments, when God’s presence can become increas- 
ingly vivid and a measure of His strength can flow into your souls. One learns 
to pray by praying. The Bible becomes vocal to its friends. As you become expert 
in your profession by practise, so the regularity of Bible reading, meditation aud 
prayer will make increasingly luminous the thoughts and guidance of God. 

For our part, we pray that you may return safe and sound, unharmed by a life 
free from the restraints and spiritual intimations of home ties. May God bless 
keep you and make your service the means of achieving a just and durable peace. 


I close this intimate pastoral letter, haunted by a verse of John Oxenham’s: 
“Where are you going, Great Heart? 
ith your cager face and your fiery grace, 

Where are you going, Great Heart? 

To fight a fight with all my might, 

For Truth and Justice, God and Right, 

To grace all life with His fair light; 

Then God go with you, Great Heart.”

Bishop of California. 
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What Goes On at St. James’ 
Army and Navy Chapel 


The following article was contributed by a young man now serv- 
ing his country in the Army of the United States, and who expresses 
in his own words what St. James’ Army and Navy Chapel at 
Monterey means to him and his friends. For the past year this little 
Chapel has been maintained by the Diocese of California under its 
Army and Navy Commission entirely for the men of the Army and 
Navy stationed at cantonments near Monterey. The Common Room 
attached to the Chapel is a beehive of activity not only for men of 
the service, but as well for young wives who come to Monterey to 


be as close as possible to their husbands at these western posts from 
which they will probably leave continental United States for fields 
of battle. Deaconess Margaret Booz, in charge of the Chapel for 


the Army and Navy Commission, has won the confidence and friend- 
ship of many young men and women, often serving them in distress- 
ing problems and winning the highest praise of their Chaplains and 
commanding officers. 

The attention of young men in this Diocese who may be drafted, 
and of their mothers and fathers, is especially called to St. James’ 
Army and Navy Chapel. Almost all inductees from this area are 
first sent to the Presidio of Monterey. St. James’ Army and Navy 
Chapel stands near the gates of that © cae its address being 362 

Pacific Street, Monterey. argaret will offer a warm 
welcome to the young men who avail themselves of this opportunity. 


The evening service was near- 
ing its close. The theme had been 
the need for unity among Chris- 
tian peoples. One felt that here 
he was at least approaching that 
ideal, for seated at the organ was 
a Presbyterian. Another of his 
—e had sung the kneeling 
hymn. It was a Methodist who 
sang the offertory anthem. Con- 
ducting the service and. serving 
as an acolyte-crucifer, were two 
staunch Episcopalians. In the con- 
gregation there was something 
near to a similar outward religious 
difference, but pervading it all was 
the feeling of the need for inner 

The service over, the partici- 
pants adjourned to the “common 


room” in the rear. Here followed 
a leisurely evening of “shop talk,” 
organ music, and refreshments. 

Such is a very brief picture of 
one Sunday evening at St. James’ 
Army and Navy Chapel in Mon- 
terey, California. As might be 
guessed from this, the participants 
in the service mentioned above 
were all from our country’s armed 
forces. This evening they hap- 
pened to be from the Reception 
Center of the Presidio of Mon- 
terey. Men from Fort Ord are 
nearly always in attendance, and 
occasionally a sea-struck sailor will 
make his appearance. 

The sponsor and center of all 
this spontaneous activity is a most 
delightful churchwoman, Deacon- 
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ess Margaret Booz. One need not 
be with her more than thirty 
minutes before he feels that they 
have been the closest of friends 
for years. She it is who arranges 
the many spiritual and material 
comforts which we service-men 
who regularly attend have come to 
feel are necessary for our morale. 
This chapel and its religious and 
social activities are under Deacon- 
ess Margaret’s able direction, with 
the Army and Navy Commission of 
the Episcopal Church as sponsor. 

The common room to the rear 
of the chapel is in every way anti- 
G.I. (Government Issue).

The General Noble Center 


When the General Noble Center 
on the grounds of Grace Cathe- 
dral was opened there was some 
doubt in the minds of some as to 
whether or not it would be used 
by many service men because of 
its location and its distance away 
from Market Street activities. 
This doubt has now been erased 
when one opens the “Guest Book” 
of the Center and sees more than 
nine thousand names istered 
there—our Church boys from all 
parts of the country. 


The greatest proof of the value 
of the Center is seen in some of 
the letters that some of the men 
have written back after leaving 
San Francisco for overseas. One 
boy writes as follows: “Dear 
Friends, This is a note to thank 
you for the pleasure and enter- 
tainment I was able to gain from 
visiting your Center. Many of you 
know how a group of us from 
Letterman came back night after 
night due to the pleasant associa- 
tions we obtained and the unusual 
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atmosphere. Your Center meets a 
need that no other type of service 
club is able to offer and I sin- 
cerely hope you will keep it as 
much along the same lines as you 
did during the time I visited with 
you. I am now in Australia and 
the few books I took from the 
Center before I left have been 
read by many boys and will be 
read by many more before we get 
through. That is another service 
that you render that is especially 
worth while. Books come in very 
handy to fill in gaps in our spare 
time. We appreciate more than 
words can express the service you 
are rendering to service men.’ 
Another boy writes: “The Gen- 
eral Noble Center was the most 
congenial and friendly place that 
I found anywhere in the States.” 
The following quotation comes 
from the wife of a service man 
who visited the Center many times 
while he was in San Francisco:

The Center is open each day 
from 2 to 11 o’clock at night and 
has a staff of approximately 225 
women who serve in many capa- 
cities. Coffee, sandwiches and cake 
are served until 7:30 free of 


charge to service men. A supper 
of coffee and cake or pie is served 
every night at 9:15. Stationery is 


ovided free and we have a fine 
leary. The boys can take books 
back to camps and ships with them 
and if they are suddenly ordered 
away they can pass the book along 
to a buddy wherever they go. 


The Center is supported by sub- 
scribers who pay from $1.00 a 
month to whatever sum they wish 
to give. The Center is grateful to 
all who contribute. The father of 
a boy living in San Jose sent us 
$100 at Christmas in appreciation 
of what the Center had meant to 
his son. |

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The Episcopal War Cross, issued 
by the Netona Army-Navy Com- 
mission of our Church and pic- 
tured in the cut at the head of this 
article, is identical with the War 
Cross given to men of the Episco- 

Church in the Fifst World War. 
ts only distinguishing mark is the 
notation on the back “World War 
HI.” This cross can be obtained by 
clergy, or parishes, from the Office 
of the Diocesan House, 1055 Tay- 
lor Street, San Francisco. There is 
no charge for it. The expenses of 
its issuance are born by the Na- 
tional Commission out of funds 
contributed by the whole Church 
in its requests for funds, such as 
the Offering to be made on March 
21 of this year. 

Questions are often asked about 
the symbolism of the cross. No of- 
ficial statement has been made by 
the Army-Navy Commission, but 
the crosses are arranged somewhat 
like those in the official church 
flag, and are roughly Jerusalem or 
Tau crosses. The Five-fold Cross, 
sometimes called the Crusaders’ 
Cross because so often carried on

their coat-of-arms, is symbolic of 
the five wounds of our Lord. And 
sometimes it is an emblem of the 
missionary activity of our church ; 
the large cross in the center repre- 
senting the original church in 
Jerusalem, and the smaller crosses 
indicating the four corners of the 
earth to which Christianity has 
spread through the church’s mis- 
sionary zeal in obedience to her 
Lord’s command. 

Another explanation, less her- 
aldic, but perhaps more immedi- 
ately pertinent, is that the large 
citcie represents the all-embracing 
and protective love of God our 
Father. This love for his children 
includes the gift and the sacrifice 
of His Son, Jesus Christ, who, as 
the legend reads on the large cross 
“died for thee.” So also Our Lord, 
the pattern of all sacrificial living 
includes in His love and under His 
arms the individual Calvaries of 
each man who offers himself for 
those he loves, following the state- 
ment “Greater love hath no man 
than this, that he lay down his life 
for his friend.” And this redemp- 
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tion and freeing of the world from 
sin, evil, intolerance, suffering, in- 
justice which Our Lord came at a 
given moment of human history to 
accomplish, we all share in—both 
the men in the armed forces and 
their families at home—for the 
Cross is timeless, and the work of 
salvation is progressive and far 
from finished. But all these things, 
Our Lord’s Sacrifice and our les- 
ser ones, our broken bodies and 
hearts, too, are comprehended in 
the affectionate regard and high 
purpose of our Father.

ties in metal are sometimes difficult 
to get for the National Commis- 
sion, and times the crosses 
have been unobtainable for periods 
of months. It would be possible to 
have a die made in San Francisco. 
If individuals in parishes were in- 
terested in donating silver or gold 
for war-crosses for their men and 
boys, we could then issue this same 
metal back to those parishes 
stamped into crosses.

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Convention Knows Its Mind 


The ninety-third convention 
knew its own mind. It admitted 
women as delegates for the first 
time, elected some who were nomi- 
nated from the floor, brought in 
new names for committees that do 
not often change, threw out elec- 
tion machines, and after a wobbly 
start came through with all busi- 
ness to adjourn on time. 

Each parish and mission having 
more than two delegates must send 
one woman delegate and have a 
woman alternate for her in 1944. 
This is a radical innovation, long 
overdue, which will give women 
non-proportional representation in 
the business of the diocese without 
eliminating the men. The biggest 
repercussions will probably be in 
the House of Churchwomen, who 
will be unable (or unwilling) to 
meet at the same time as conven- 
tion with many of its women miss- 
ing. It has been suggested that the 
House of Churchwomen join con- 
vention for Joint Session but have 
its regular session the day after 
convention. 

There were many nominations 
from the floor to supplement those 
of the nominating committee. Es- 
pecially for deputites for General 
Convention the nominating and 
voting was exciting, and it took 
three ballots (the last a preferen- 
tial one) to determine the deputies 
and their alternates. There were 
also changes in the Standing Com- 
mittee and Diocesan Council. The 
convention. elected delegates to 
Synod and then moved to advise 
the Synod Council to call it off! 


Then there were some speeches. 
The first was the Bishop’s, who 
listed many fine accomplishments 
in the various parishes and mis- 
sions. The usual racial and social 
work speeches were given, with 
Henry Ohlhoff’s “five minute” 
speech going on for twenty-five 
minutes of delightful comic relief 
which also was straight religion. 

Deaconess Elsie W. Riebe held 
the Joint Session speechless with 
her fascinating account of the Chi- 
nese suffering in Ichang. It was 
not so much the details of the 
bombing, which we can see in news- 
pictures, but the evident love which 
the Deaconess has for her Chinese 
people, which caught the imagina- 
tion and fervor of the crowd. Here 
were no statistics of how many 
buildings were bombed or churches 
lost, or even people killed; here 
were her people, suffering, injured, 
starving, and her care for them 
This was easily the high point of 
convention. | 

The Rev. Michael Coleman, 
acting Vicar of All Hallows, Bark- 
ing-by-the-Tower, London (the 
“old city” and not the new), spoke 


‘briefly of his work with American 


soldiers at the Joint Session and at 
length on “The Church in War | 
Time and After” at the well-at- 
tended Diocesan Service on Tues- 
day evening. He also had a. two 
day conference with some of the 
clergy, and addressed the students | 
at the Church Divinity School of 
the Pacific before leaving for Van- 
couver, B.C. 

The annual dinner, held at Trin- 
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ity Church, San Francisco, drew 
a capacity crowd. The Rev. Fred- 
Avery was in good form as 
master of ceremonies, and there 
were a few brief speeches, the meet- 
ing concluding with another show- 
ing of “No Greater Power.”

Cathedral North Tower 
and Carillon Dedicated 


Grace Cathedral’s North Tower, 
with its forty-four bell carillon, 
was dedicated at a special service 
on the afternoon of Washington’s 
Birthday. The tower, like the 
carillon, the generous gift of Dr. 
Nathaniel Coulson and the fulfill- 

rapidly approaching completion 
with the placing of ‘the ornamen- 
tal facing on the east side. Dean 
Wright gave the dedicatory ad- 
dress in accepting the gift for the 
Cathedral, and the Bishop gave the 
prayers of dedication. 


ishop Block, referring to this 


occasion, said, “Seldom, indeed, 
has any gift been made to the 
Church and community more dra- 
matic than the donation of the 
North Tower and the Coulson 
Carillon. Dr. Nathaniel Thomas 
Coulson is one of the few in Chris- 
tian history who merits the com- 
mendation that Jesus gave to the 
poor widow which for 2000 years 

lorified an unnamed worshipper 
in the temple of the Master’s day, 
‘She gave all she had.’ 

“Rising from the crypt floor of 
the Cathedral, 279 feet above San 
Francisco Bay, the Tower stands 
177% feet in height, not includ- 


‘ing the cross or the foundations. 


It enshrines forty-four bells, the 
largest of which is the Bourdon, 
which weighs six tons. The Bishop 
of Fulham, perhaps the most noted 
carillonneur of England, after play- 
ing these majestic chimes, pro- 
nounced them the finest he had 


ever played. Each bell has its own 
individuality, its own designation 
and a proper inscription. Some 
record the donor’s affection for 
his friends, whose presence at this 
service must add greatly to the 
good Doctor’s joy and the fulfill- 
ment of a long cherished dream. 
The completed Tower represents 
an investment of some {000 
and it will ever stand as a tribute 
not only to the donor but to the 
agg of the things of the spirit. 
t is well that in a day when the 
utmost in architecture and artistry 
is devoted to structures significant 
of our contem materialistic 
culture we should give of our best 
for shrines worthy of Him whose 
life and spiritual presence is the 
foundation of all we value and 
treasure most. As the bells ring 
with their mellifluous message 
may they sound a call to right- 
eousness and, please God, to the 
achievement of a just and durable 
peace.”

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Book Notes 


By the Faculty of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
Edited by RANDOLPH Caump MILLER 


The Presiding Bishop’s book for 
Lent is WHicw Way AHEAD? by 
Walter Russel! Bowie (Harpers, 
$1.50, $1.25 in lots of ten.) It rings 
with the prophet’s voice—a voice 
of hope and of doom, of hope if 
we find the way ahead and of doom 
if we drift back into our accus- 
tomed satisfaction with things as 
they are. The voice is of a modern 
prophet, but his message is as age- 
less as the prophets of the eighth 
century before Christ who reflect 
the eternal God. He is calling his 
Church to an urgent task in these 
times of “blitzkrieg” and change, 
to begin now to prepare itself for 
the age to come. “What the whole 
church will do or not do depends 
upon the quality of thinking and 


the intensity of conviction of every - 


single minister... . It depends upon 
the intelligence, the clear-sighted- 
ness, and the clean will which lay 
people develop in the church and 
carry out of it to shape the mind 
and conscience of the community. 
Public opinion can be determined 
by their opinion: average people, 
all of them, except that they have 
let the dynamic of the thought of 
Christ get into them, so that their 
potential influence is no longer av- 
erage.” This involves many neces- 
sary changes in leadership, in the 
church’s relation to God and man, 
and in its thinking. 

The church is the custodian of 
eternal values, providing security 


and joy, showing us God in history, 
and containing the revelation that 
means revolution. But it is -operat- 
ing with many handicaps, such as 
inertia, satisfaction with the es- 
thetic and emotional side of re- 
ligion, fear of offending the “right 
people,” going soft and not requir- 
ing disciplined devotion, and the 
uprising of a new and dangerous 
theology known as “neo-ortho- 
doxy” which can become “the self- 
deception of men who think they 
are resting on the Lord when what 


- are doing is dodging responsi- 
bility.” 

This is truly a great book, sure 
to awaken the prophet’s righteous 
indignation in the reader, callin ling 
the church itself to repentance, an 
showing the way to greater things 


to come.
